I The atomic energy commlsalon, not an 
agency that often talks freely to the Amcrl- 
■pan public, turned dramatically candid In its 
Jllrst official estimate of the danger from the 
l^adioactlve fall-out that would follow a hy- 
ptogen bomb blaat. 

f' More than a year ago. the Elsenhower ad- 
minfatration, deeply Impressed with the 
shocking facts on nuclear weapons then &t its 
command, planned what came to be known as 
.['Operation Candor." The American people 
were to be told enough of the grim story to 
Iphatter their complacency. If any, but not 
icnough to frighten them needlessly. 
;■ The thing never came off. Other counsels 
jprevalled, and the administration shifted Its 
attention Instead to the admiirably conceived 
iroposal for peaceful use of the atom. 
Since then, the famous Bikini tests of the 
-bomb have been conducted, and the facts 
['[today are far more astounding than those 
'[■which prompted the original idea for "can- 
dor." 

The AEC decided to tell this bigger story, 
primarily as a basic service to Americans 
who need to understand the magnitude of the 
peril, and what elementary steps they might 
tal£e if suddenly caught in an enemy H-bomb's 
lethal zone. 

When the agency reported that the Bikini 
tofite-fihowad-that all-H/e-*ould-be-endan- 
Igered within a 7,000-s(iuare-mile zone,-lt was 
presuming that no one within the area would 
'.ake any prpt^tlve measures. But it was 
lUlck to point mit that many simple and yet 
pighly effective things could be done by in- 
dividuals to ward off the radioactive peril. 

Obviously, those in the Immediate target 
area would be annihilated. But for those 100 
'to 200 miles from the center, the AEC said 
lit often might be enough simply to get down 
,';into basements, and other underground 
spaces. There would be some advantage even 
'In being Inside one's house on the first floor. 

At the outer limits of the lethal zone, about 
190 miles downwind from the bomb blast. 
Iradloactlvity would in fact be so reduced that 
'only 5 to 10 per cent of the people would be 
seriously affected, and then only if they re- 
mained out of doors continuously for the first 



"38Tiours. 

While there can be some comfort for us 
In. the knowledge that quite simple steps 
may help to averC-deatft or permanent in- 
jury at aomo distance from the blast, there 
can ba non« at all in knowing that we and 
the Russians have a weapon which can spray 
radioadtlve poisons over a sWath almost as 
big as Kew Jersey. 

The AEC report obviously is an Important 
contribution to public knowledge of the big- 
gest single factor In the world's life today: 
The colossal destructive power of nuclear 
weapons. 

It should provide a spur to our lagging civil 
defense programs. But much more. It should 
provide fresh inspiration for all those world 
leaders, including President Elsenhower, who 
believe thertf must never be a war fought 
with such weapons, who feel peace and clvll- 
leotlon's survival are today synonymou?. 



OUR POSITION IS CLEAR 
If any further notice be needed of our In- 
tent to defend Formosa and the adjacent Pe.!- 
cadores islands, we have now given 11. The 
senate's overwhelming approval of our mu- 
tual defense treaty with ISnllonallfiL China 
aenl.^ the matter. 

This treaty is narrower In scope than the 
. recent resolution endorsed by both houses of 
I congress.

The recurring question of reopeniiig Idaho teachers' 
collegu has brought the leglalature to serious consid- 
eration ot appropriations of money for the two schools 
at Lewlstoit and Albion. 

The entire Issue would seem to revolve around 'the 
shortage of teacher*. II la also generally accepted that 
low salaries ara responsible. It teachers leave the 
.slate, U)e salary level evidently must be the real reason. 

But there are good reasons why teachera' coui.ic-'i 
should be t«ughl In the larger schools with dlversltlrd 
courses of study. Those reasons are both practical 
and theoretical 

A teachers' college has an unbalanced aludenl body 
—loo many women in proportion lo men. Young 
men and young women. In our opinion, enjoy a better 
balanced aoclal life when their numbers are about 
equal, Prrjience ot educational students in our uul' 
verslty and slate college now tends to reduce tlie un. 
even proportions of men to women in those two AcliooLi 
which predominantly have more men (han women. 

Teachers studying nt universities and ntnin collcgr.i 
learn rnore about oilier tirlds of work from cotiIiicL 
with students in other courses. Tlic one subject Ip Hk> 
narrow lo make vrrsnllln men and women It they csn 
aasoclatn only wllh olhers In the same course. 'I'hnl 
versatility of mind should make for belter Ifsrln'i.i 
la our sclinola.
